An autopsy conducted at 
Weifels & Son’s Mortuary 
disclosed that death was 
caused by head injuries in­ 
flicted by a blunt instru­ 
ment. 
It was not known yesterday 
if the murder victim had been 
otherwise assaulted. 
SHE HAD BEEN reported miss­ 
ing by her parents when she 
didn't return home Tuesday eve­ 
ning after leaving a note: “Am 
going out, Mom, be home later." 
Her mother had found the note 
when she returned home at 9:30 
p.m. The girl had been home 
earlier In the evening. 
The body was found about 
1:15 a.m.. Wednesday, on the 
pavement, clad only in a plaid 
shirt. The girl had been brutal­ 
ly beaten about the face and 
tiie back of her head, according 
to Mel Vivion. homicide investi­ 
gator of the Sheriff’s office in 
Riverside, who is in charge of 
the investigation. 
TIME OF DEATH has not def­ 
initely been determined, but pre­ 
liminary reports show that she 
was killed about 10 or 11 p.m.,

Cap Safety Drive 


Too m any children get hurt 
in blasting cap accidents, w arned 
Chief Gus K ettm ann of the Palm 
Springs Police D epartm ent, to ­ 
day launching a drive to pro­ 
tect boys and girls from blinding, 
m aim ing, or painful injuries. 
These accidents m ount in su m ­ 
m er vacation m onths, the Chief 
said, and he is pressing the local 
drive as part of the nation-w ide 
b lasting cap safety cam paign of 
the Institute of M akers of E x­ 
plosives, sponsored by the In ter­ 
national Association of Chiefs of 
Police. 
"The cam paign is part of the 
In stitu te's long-range program to 
get children to heed the w a rn ­ 
ing, ‘Never Touch 
a B lasting 
Cap’,” he declared. “W hen every 
child acts in obedience to that 
w arning, not a single boy or girl 
will be blinded, have a hand or 
foot blown off, or be m utilated 
in a cap accident. 


"CHILDREN 
OR 
adults 
are 
w arned alw ays to let alone any 
cap they find an d to report it 
im m ediately to the police d e­ 
partm ent or the sheriff’s office,” 
said Chief K ettm ann. adding: 
“B lasting caps are bright cop­ 
per or alum inum tubes, about 
as thick around a s a pencil, and 
an inch and a h a lf to five inches 
long. 
A cap m ay or m ay not 
have a fuse attached, or m ay 
have plain or colored covered 
w ires leading from one end. The 
tube is loaded w ith a pow erful, 
sensitive explosive used to e x ­ 
plode dynam ite.

m ining, 
highw ay and railroad 
construction, clearing farm land 
of tree stum ps, 
sw am ps 
and 
rocks, and other jobs just can ’t 
be done w ithout caps. 
“O ften blasting caps are lost, 
stolen, or left lying around in 
unlocked tool boxes, barns, or 
alongside of highw ays and ra il­ 
road tracks. Children who pick 
them u p are in deadly danger. 
"B lasters and a ll users can be 
our best protectors by keeping 
all explosives under strong lock 
and key so a cap never goes 
astray. The child they save m ay 
be th eir own son or daughter.”

these meetings, an agent of the 
Indian Bureau is alw ays present, 
but he has no voice in the a f ­ 
fairs. and m ain tain s a capacity 
of "legal advisor.” 
When the time has come for 
the liquidation of the Indian Ru- 
reau, the Agua Caliente Indians 
will 
not need the paternalism 
an d tutelage of the Federal Gov­ 
ernment, hut will carry on under 
a self government for which they 
have been prepared.

The Other Side of the City Hall 


by CITY MANAGER RUSSELL RINK 


Although it sounds like cod-fish, the City's decision 
to have its ordinances codified has no relation to the 
world’s finny population except th at the operation will 
save a lot of fishing around for City officials and em ­ 
ployees. 
The City h as contracted with 
an attorney to put its ordin­ 
ances in book form for a fee of 
$10 a page. T his requiic-s an 
explanation 
because 
on the 
surface it sounds rath er high 
for w hat w ould seem to be a 
sim ple operation. But the op­ 
eration is far from sim ple. It 
is not just a case of arranging 
ordinance No. 2 after ordinance 
No. 1 and so on. To codify 
m eans to arran g e in a code, to 
sim nlify and classify, and here 
is the clue to the work in ­ 
volved. 


SINCE ITS INCORPORATION 
in 1938 the City has adopted 
249 ordinances setting forth 
w hat you can an d can’t do and 
still stav out of jail. Also in ­ 
cluded in the total are m any 
which spell out procedures to 
be followed by the City's offi­ 
cials in operating your gov­ 
ernm ent. Fifty-nine of the or­ 
dinances have been repealed 
because they w ere no longer 
needed. Each of the rem aining 
190 ordinances is a separate 
and 
distinct 
docum ent 
with 
little or no relationship be­ 
tw een them except w here one 
ordinance am ends another. Be­ 
cause the law endeavors to 
keep up w ith 
the changing 
tim es, m any of the ordinances 
have am endm ents and th a t is 
when it becomes confusing for 
City officials an d the public. 
Unless you have the original 
ordinance on a subject and all 
the am endm ents toyt you can't 
be sure th at you have a true 
picture of the ordinance. M any 
cities, when codifying th eir or­ 
dinances, have found to their 
chagrin th at they have been 
enforcing 
law’s 
that are 
no 
longer in operation. 
Now for th e m echanics of 
codification. EVERY WORD OF 
EVERY ORDINANCE m ust be 
carefully read by the attorney 
who specializes in th is type

of work. Reading one ordin­ 
ance can put you to sleep if 
you’re not careful, so you can 
im agine w hat the reading of 
190 m ight do. 
Each part of 
each ordinance pertaining to a 
particular subject is grouped 
together in a section of the 
code. This feature enables you 
to m ake certain that you have 
all of the local law on a given 
subject, 
in the process 
the 
language of tiie ordinances is 
clarified and m ade more con­ 
cise where possible. Then tMe 
subject is indexed under as 
m any 
different 
headings as 
you might be expected to look 
lor it. 
For exam ple. "Dogs” 
m ight also 
be 
listed 
under 
"Noise" and “Disturbing 
the 
Peace.” 


THE ATTORNEY includes in 
his fee the cost of printing 
30 copies of the code. For m ere­ 
ly the cost of paper the City 
is securing an additional 70 
copies so th at local attorneys 
m ay purchase a copy lor use 
in their work. 
Now you m ay be w ondering 
how the code is kept up to 
date. Epery tim e a change is 
m ade in an ordinance 
new 
pages are 
printed 
for each 
copy of the code. The old pages 
are destroyed and 
the new 
pages inserted in the loose leaf 
binders. 
At the present tim e if you 
wish to read the local law on 
a particular subject you m ust 
go to the City Clerk’s office. 
The Clerk m ust m ake certain 
th a t 
you 
understand 
which 
part of the ordinance is re ­ 
pealed, etc. 
When the codi­ 
fication is com pleted you can 
step into th e public library 
and read th e law as well as 
an expert. 
If you’re troubled 
w ith insom nia you m ight even 
borrow the book for a week. 
O rdinances arc more effective 
th an sleeping pills.
